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Filmdom’s Modern Day Legend 


One of the greatest of Holly- 
wood success stories is presently 
being scored by a non-conform- 
ing bear whose body belongs to 
a pot of paint, whose voice be- 
longs to an anonymous actor, 
and whose soul belongs to a cou- 
ple of cartoonists, William Han- 
na and Joseph Barbera. The star

Being the official historian for 
a bear is unique in itself, but 
when the bear is an unpredicta- 
ble, non-conformist like Yogi, the 
task is a singular one indeed. As 
the official recorders of the life 
and times of Yogi, producers 
Hanna and Barbera admit they’re 
having a ball. 

“At first, Yogi was just an- 
other pen and ink cartoon crea- 
tion doing the conventional an- 
tics common to cartoons,” aver 
Hanna and Barbera. “Gradual- 
ly, however, Yogi’s character 
projected itself so strongly that 
we found ourselves recording the 
doings of a real bear in a real 
Jellystone Park.” 

Hanna and Barbera readily ad- 
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mit that it was unnerving at first 
to realize that this little “pen 
and ink” character had taken 
over so completely.

Well, as one critic puts 
it, ““He’s smart, clever, non-con- 
forming and easy to identify 
with.” He’s also clever enough 
on occasion to outwit the authori- 
ties who would take away his 
pleasures. Yogi appreciates the 
fringe benefits he gains from be- 
ing a government ward, but he 
nevertheless feels that, as a bear, 
he has certain inherited rights 
which he must uphold for all 
past and future generations. 

“Because of the over-whelming 
acceptance of Yogi Bear,’ state 
Hanna and Barbera, “we feel 
that we’re witnessing the mak- 
ing of a modern day legend. It 
usually takes years for folklore 
to crystalize but, here in our 
time, we’re confident a _ bear 
named Yogi will take his place 
alongside of Rip Van Winkle, 
Johnny Appleseed and_ even 
Robin Hood.”

“Hey There, It’s Yogi Bear!” 

Actually, the new full-length 
cartoon feature at the 
Theatre is more than television’s 
most enchanting character; it is 
Yogi Bear in all his irrepressible 
jauntiness. It is Yogi Bear, in 
full color, and in full cry across 
the nation. It is Yogi Bear with 
songs. It is Yogi Bear as “The 
Brown Phantom,” and as a ro- 
mantic lover. 

“Hey There, It’s Yogi Bear!” 
is, in effect, sheer delight and 
lots of it. 

This Hanna-Barbara animated 
cartoon feature, a Columbia Pic- 
tures release, begins in the 
spring, when Yogi awakens from 
his winter hibernation to discov- 
er Ranger Smith has plastered 
the place with signs: “No Feed- 
ing the Bears.” Yogi demands 
that the signs go, or he will go, 
and Ranger Smith promptly ar- 
ranges to ship the bear to a zoo 
in San Diego. 

Yogi manages to avoid being 
heaved out of Jellystone Nation- 
al Park; he determines to remain 
on, as “The Brown Phantom.” 
Thus, he will continue to raid 
picnic areas for tourist lunches, 
and he will confound Ranger 
Smith with his elusiveness. Un- 
fortunately, Yogi’s girl friend 
Cindy doesn’t know how clever 
Yogi can be; she gets herself 
transferred out of the park, in 
order to follow Yogi. 

Now, our hero has the problem 
of getting Cindy back to Jelly- 
stone. He and Boo Boo embark 
on a nationwide search for the 
little lady bear. They find her, fi- 
nally, in Chizzling Brothers’ cir- 
cus. Here, Yogi’s efforts to free 
Cindy result in his own capture. 

Supplementing the excitement 
and adventure of “Hey There, 
It’s Yogi Bear!” are six songs 
by Ray Gilbert and Doug Good- 
win. They are the title tune. 
“Ven-e, Ven-o, Ven-a,” “Like I 
Like You,” “Wet Your Whistle,” 
“St. Louie’ and “Ash Can Pa- 
rade.” The music score is by 
Marty Paich. 


Produced and directed by Wil- 
liam Hanna and Joseph Barbera, 
the screenplay for “Hey There, 
It’s Yogi Bear!” was written by 
Barbera, Warren Foster and Wil- 
liam Hanna.

Yogi Bear 


Yogi Bear, star of the Colum- 
bia Pictures release, “Hey There, 
It’s Yogi Bear!”, produced and 
directed by William Hanna and 
Joseph Barbera, and now play- 
ing at the Theatre, is 
the number one citizen of Jelly- 
stone National Park, and a proud 
and lovable woodland creature 
who is trying to uphold the spirit 
of his forebears who roamed the 
area before the advent of the 
trouble - making, rule - invoking 
white man. 

Although Yogi’s prime ambi- 
tion in life is to outwit the 
authorities and the tourists at 
the Park, he does have a certain 
code of ethics—he is always gen- 
tle and friendly, although not 
particularly law-abiding.

Yogi’s relationship with the 
Ranger is one of mutual respect 
and understanding. It sometimes 
becomes strained, but down deep 
they are truly fond of each other. 
The Ranger understands that too 
many restrictions are just too 
much for Yogi’s pride and im- 
pish spirit, and Yogi understands 
that the Ranger means well and 
must impose some authority. He 
realizes, too, that the rules are 
for his own protection and com- 
fort, but sometimes he wonders 
whether he wants to be protect- 
ed. When the Ranger loses his 
temper and grabs him, Yogi’s 
dignity although he is willing to 
tolerate human foibles. 

He’s not a bad bear — Yogi 
just believes he can interpret 
the rules liberally if they happen 
to interfere with his activities 
or his insatiable appetite. Yogi 
doesn’t believe in charity from 
the tourists, although he has 
been known to submit to force- 
feeding. This he is understand- 
ing about. But finding an un- 
attended picnic basket is far 
more fun, and at this time, his 
favorite remark is, “I think I 
spy a peezza pie!” His comment 
on seeing tourists setting up a 
picnic, “I have a hunch, here 
comes my lunch!” 
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‘Hey There, It’s Yogi Bear!’ Creators Note 25th Year Together 
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In July, 1957, Hanna-Barbera 
Productions consisted of William 
Hanna, Joseph Barbera, three 
employees—a writer, an anima- 
tor, and a cameraman —and a 
fresh concept for producing ani- 
mation for television. Today, the 
modern studios of Hanna-Bar- 
bera occupy two acres in Holly- 
wood, housing the most complete 
animation and production facili- 
ties in the world, and more than 
250 artists, animators, writers 
and directors. Hanna and Bar- 
bera have been together as a 
team for exactly 25 years. 


In addition to their widespread 
television activities, Hanna-Bar- 
bera Productions have just pro- 
duced their first full-length mo- 
tion picture, “Hey There, It’s 
Yogi Bear!” starring that inimi- 
table citizen of Jellystone Na- 
tional Park in color at the...... 
Theatre. The feature, a Colum- 
bia Pictures release, highlights 
the adventures of Yogi, his side- 
kick Boo Boo, Ranger Smith, 
and Yogi’s ever-lovin’ girl friend, 
Cindy Bear. 

The television shows produced 
by Hanna-Barbera include “The 
Flintstones,” “Yogi Bear,” “The 
Jetsons,” “Huckleberry Hound,” 
“Quick Draw McGraw,” “Touche 
Turtle” and “Top Cat.” 


All this was not achieved over 
night. 

In the spring of 1957, Bill 
Hanna and Joe Barbera had just 
racked up their twentieth year 
making “Tom and Jerry” car- 
toons for MGM. Their animated 
efforts had earned millions of 
dollars for the company in addi- 
tion to seven Academy Awards. 
Then the phone rang. 
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“We were told to discontinue 
production and lay off the entire 
staff,” recall Hanna and Bar- 
bera. “Twenty years of work 
suddenly ended with a single 
phone call. But it was the great- 
est break of our lives.” 

From their long experience, 
Hanna and Barbera worked outa 
TV cartoon technique they called 
“planned animation,” which fore- 
goes some of the steps used in 
conventional cartooning without 
sacrificing quality. 

Jerome Hyams, Vice-President 
and General Manager of Screen 
Gems, the TV subsidiary of Co- 
lumbia Pictures, believed there 
was a market in television for 
good original animation and, as 
soon as he saw the Hanna-Bar- 
bera plans, agreed to a deal. In 
July, 1957, Hanna and Barbera 
production started, with “Ruff 
and Reddy,” a show which fea- 
tured the antics of a quick-think- 
ing cat and his pal, Reddy, a 
dim-witted, lovable dog. This 
show debuted in 1957 on NBC- 
TV and enjoyed a three-year run. 
Some months later, “The Huckle- 
berry Hound” show introduced 
Huck and Yogi Bear. “Huckle- 
berry Hound’ won an Emmy 
for the “outstanding achieve- 
ment in the field of children’s 
programming.” 

The success of “Huck” prompt- 
ed the sponsor, Kellogg’s, to 
order another show from Hanna- 
Barbera. Thus “Quick Draw Mc- 
Graw,” the slowest horse in the 
West, made his debut in the fall 
of 1959. In 1960, Hanna and Bar- 
bera unveiled “The Flintstones,” 
which features the adventures of 
two couples in the Stone Age 
town of Bedrock. “The Flint- 


stones” was selected by televi- 
sion editors as the “Most Unique 
New Program.” 

Meanwhile, Yogi Bear, that 
non-conformist woodland crea- 
ture, had become so popular Han- 
na and Barbera decided to up 
Yogi to stardom by giving him 
his own show. Yogi Bear debuted 
as a star in January, 1961. 

Additionally, Hanna and Bar- 
bera has produced two half-hour 
shows, “Top Cat,” a situation 
comedy concerning the exploits 
of a band of opportunistic felines 
in New York, and “The Jetsons,” 
the family of the future. These 
shows also received much critical 
acclaim. 

Oddly enough, neither Hanna 
nor Barbera began their careers 
as cartoonists or artists. Bill 
Hanna, born in Melrose, New 
Mexico, spent his school years 
studying engineering and jour- 
nalism. After college, Hanna 
joined a firm in California as a 
structural engineer. The battle 
to express himself finally over- 


came his engineering aspirations, 
and Bill Hanna joined Leon 
Schlesinger’s cartoon company. 
His duties, as he explains them, 
were “to run for coffee, wipe 
cels, sweep up, and drown my 
bosses with story ideas.” 

Joe Barbera was born in New 
York City and attended the 
American Institute of Banking. 
Upon graduation, Barbera went 
to work as an accountant for 
New York’s Irving Trust Com- 
pany. An inveterate doodler and 
dreamer, Barbera started sub- 
mitting cartoons to the leading 
magazines. When he finally man- 
aged to sell one to Collier’s, he 
stepped up his output and soon 
became a regular contributor to 
leading magazines. After a short 
deliberation, Barbera decided on 
a career of cartooning as op- 
posed to the world of finance. 

In 1937, Bill Hanna was hired 
by MGM as a director and story 
idea man and Joe Barbera was 
employed as an animator and 
writer. Working side by side, the 
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two men developed an idea for 
a new and different cartoon 
series, presented the idea to 
MGM executives and were given 
the go-ahead. The result: the 
birth of a world-famous cat and 
mouse, “Tom and Jerry,” and 
the emergence of a bright, new 
cartooning team. During their 
20-year tenure at MGM, the team 
turned out over 125 adventures 
of the mischievous rodent and 
bungling feline, which won sev- 
en Academy Awards. 

“Hey There, It’s Yogi Bear!” 
starring the most popular of the 
Hanna-Barbera cartoon charac- 
ters, was produced and directed 
by the cartoon team from a 
screenplay by Barbera, Warren 
Foster and William Hanna. Ray 
Gilbert and Doug Goodwin 
penned the music and lyrics for 
the songs in the film, including 
the title tune, “Ven-e, Ven-o, 
Ven-a,” “Like I Like You,” “Wet 
Your Whistle,” “St. Louie” and 
“Ash Can Parade.”

The most popular Yogism of all, 
however, is “smarter than the 
av-ver-age bear.” Variations of 
this one are popular. The United 
States Coast Guard Ship, Alert, 
shows a picture of Yogi and the 
motto, “Better Than Average 
Ship” on its emblem, The U. S. 
Navy Training school, Flight 
Three Squadron Two, put Yogi 
in a flight helmet and made him 
their official mascot. And so have 
the signalmen of the 57th Bat- 
talian of the Duke of Welling- 
ton’s Regiment at Huddersfield, 
England. 

Possibly the finest tribute to 
Yogi and the independent spirit 
he upholds came from the Super- 
intendent of Yellowstone Nation-

The Lovable Bandit 


There’s a new wave in car- 
toons and an incorrigible bear 
named Yogi is riding its crest, as 
the star of Hanna-Barbera’s full- 
length animated feature, “Hey 
There, It’s Yogi Bear!” the Co- 
lumbia Pictures release in color 
Rie a Siew Theatre. 

The mercurial and nonchalant 
Yogi is demonstrating, on and 
off camera, those qualities that 
have made him a legend in his 
own lifetime, a hero of moppets 
and their parents alike and a 
bright new star. 

“Hey There, It’s Yogi Bear!” 
can best be described as a bear- 
ographical gambit for Yogi, a

Handmade Comics 


When movie-goers see the Co- 
lumbia Pictures release, “Hey 
There, It’s Yogi Bear!”’, the first 
full-length animated cartoon fea- 
ture from Hanna -Barbera Pro- 
ductions, now at the ..... Thea- 
tre, they may well be looking at 
the last remaining hand art. In 
a society automated from the 
factory to the kitchen, it is be- 
coming increasingly rare to find 
a handicraft not threatened by a 
machine replacement. As a result 
the word “handmade” may soon 
follow the dodo and high button 
shoes down the road to extinc- 
tion. 

The audience which laughingly 
follows the nonchalant antics of 
their favorite bear, Yogi, in his 
first starring role, may not know 
or care that no matinee idol ever 
received more careful scrutiny 
before facing the cameras. “Hey 
There, It’s Yogi Bear!” took over 
one full year to make and re- 
quired the skills of more than 
240 artists, writers, painters and 
animators. 

The finished film contains over 
250,000 individual drawings and 
each drawing had to be worked 
on by hand. An even more im- 
pressive figure is credited to the 
105 girls in Hanna-Barbera’s Ink 
and Paint Department. In the 
space of nine months, they 
turned out some 500,000 hand- 
painted “cels,” individual draw- 
ings faithfully transferred from 
the cartoonists’ sketches to nine- 
by-twelve cellophane _ sheets, 
called cels. Every change of ex- 
pression or movement of an arm 
or leg requires a series of draw- 
ings. When these drawings are 
photographed in sequence, they 
become the finished cartoon. 

Production figures in the hun- 
dreds of thousands conjure up 
an automated line comprised of 
chattering machines. As a result, 
the atmosphere is tranquil in the 
Ink and Paint Department, where 
the 105 females chalk up their 
astronomical figures. 

It takes time and patience to 
train this bevy of girls. As a 
consequence, after a girl gets 
married and decides to raise a 
family, she is encouraged to 
work on cels at home in her 
spare time. 

It may be possible for a ma- 
chine to copy a picture, but to 
make that picture move, each 
movement must be faithfully re- 
produced by hand. “Instant” ani- 
mation is extremely unlikely.

International Star 

Yogi Bear, star of the full- 
length Hanna-Barbera cartoon 
feature at the ...:... Theatre, 
“Hey There, It’s Yogi Bear!” ap- 
pears on television in 47 foreign 
countries, including Thailand, 
Japan, Australia, Mexico, Ger- 
many and Sweden. It is estimat- 
ed that more than 300,000,000 
viewers see the winsome bear 
weekly, “Hey There, It’s Yogi 
Bear!”, a Columbia Pictures re- 
lease in color, marks the cartoon 
star’s first motion picture ap- 
pearance.

‘New’ Gartoons 


“Hey, There, It’s Yogi Bear!” 
is a “new wave” full-length ani- 
mated cartoon produced and di- 
rected by William Hanna and 
Joseph Barbera for Columbia 
Pictures release in color at the 
Sectors else Theatre. Historically, 
the appeal of feature cartoons 
has always been directed to 
children. In past years a sure- 
fire full-length cartoon hit would 
always include sugar plum 
fairies, elves dancing on leaves, 
and a lovable, shaggy-haired dog 
who spoke in lovable, shaggy 
monosyllables. If there was a 
story, it was solidly grounded in 
some familiar fairy tale. 


The hero in today’s cartoon 
feature has to think and talk 
sharp in order to appeal to chil- 
dren as well as adults. Hanna 
and Barbera are the two men 
most responsible for making this 
entertainment transition, and 
their success is based on some 
rather keen and perceptive ob- 
servations about children. 


“In the area of comedy, to- 
day’s child has a taste as sharp 
as his parents,” say Hanna and 
Barbera. “From the day a young- 
ster can turn a television dial, 
he takes on a wide area of enter- 
tainment inconceivable to an 
earlier generation. Children grow 
up viewing Hope, Benny, Caesar, 
Silver, Lucy, Berle, Skelton and 
Lewis. A child’s taste in drama 
differs from an adult’s but his 
taste in humor, and certainly in 
cartoons, parallels adults. In car- 
toons, satire is exactly what’s 
been missing.” 

By adding satire to cartoons, 
Hanna - Barbera have given 
adults and children a common 
meeting ground. For example, 
when Yogi Bear decides to be- 
come “The Brown Phantom,” 
there is a tongue-in-cheek hu- 
mor, funny to any age group. 

Although Hanna-Barbera say 
they “never try to educate chil- 
dren or preach to them,” the car- 
toonists make no effort to ap- 
proach the youngsters on what 
has always been assumed to be 
“their level.”” Hanna-Barbera are 
not afraid to use so-called big 
words in carteons. Experience 
has shown them that children 
love big words.

However, Yogi's girl friend, Cindy, 
unaware Yogi has outsmarted the Ranger, 
finds an opportunity to join her beloved Yogi. 
Yogi, still undetected in the woods, is love- 
sick for Cindy and, with his side-kick Boo Boo, 
goes off to find her. After several misad- 
ventures, the duo find Cindy in the Chizzling 
Brothers circus. Yogi's attempts to rescue 
her result in his own capture. Boo Boo rescues 
them both. After other harrowing adven- 
tures, the trio find themselves gaily singing 
"Wet Your Whistle," en route to their happy 
home, Jellystone Park.
